May Use Fund for Subways. 

in the afternoon the corporation counsel 
received a copy of the Supreme court's de- 
cision om the traction fund question, and 
with it he will be able to furnish the required 
information to the council. In fact, he an- 
nounced before the council meeting that the 
court’s decision—es was already generally 
understood—authorized the use of this fund, 
now amounting to above $4,000,000 and grow- 
ing at the rate of $1,500,000 a year, for the 
building of subways but not for other munic- 
wal purposes. 

Ald, Fisher on stil) a third piece of busi- 
ness bearing on subway development—a reso- 
lution calling for the abolition of the elevated 
lwop—met with opposition largely on the 
grounds that the counoll should be given 
a chance to read its provisions, and was de- 
feated.

Foreman protested that the 
problem was under consideration by the en- 
gineers for the city and the companies, and

both these arguments had their effect on the 
vote, which stood 21 yeas and 43 nays. 


Unanimous on Harbor Policy. 

Ald. Dever was surprised at the ease with 
which his harbor matters passed the council. 
In expectation of opposition he began an 
argument for them. 

We have considered municipal ownership 
here in the days gone by,“ he said, dut the 
arguments that held good im the traction 
problem can't hold against harbor develop- 
ment by the city or the sanitary district.” 

There were calls of “omnibus” for the 
resolution and it paseed without objection.

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LANDS IN AURORA OAT FIELD 


8,000 Spectator Breathless as Bird 
Man Fights for Life. 


Frederick Welch, an aviator, yesterday 
afternoon. lost control of his aeroplane and 
dropped with it a distance of 860 feet, chang- 
ing ite direction just in time to escape wreck- 
ing It by colliding’ with the roof of a house at 
Aurora, Ill. Welch was entertaining a crowd 
of 8,000 persons with exhibition flights at the 
Aurora Driving park when the accident oc- 


curred. 

Welch had. just negotiateda graceful down- 
ward dive at the height of almost 80 feet, 
when the steering gear baiked as he tried to 
take a quick turn, and his big audience saw 
the air craft settling rapidly while the aviator 
pulled and tugged vainiy at the levers before 
him, 


Aviator Struggles in Midair. 

To the breathless crowd waiting below t 
meemed that Welch was unable to preserve 
the balance of the machine which tottered 
and swerved as it fell with ‘increasing 
velocity. The aviator never stopped his 
efforts to move the sticking lever and pre- 
serve hid balance, 

Just ap the machine wn the point 
of crashing into the roof of & house the 
aeroplane, responding to some action of the 
machinery) or to, the, lurching: of its driver's 
body took a sudden upward tilt, cleared the 
roof by only a narrow margin and plunged 
downward again with diminished velocity. 

The aeroplane struck the earth in an oats 
field belonging to William Henderson, one 
fourth of a mile from the aviation field, and 
the driver escaped injury except for a severe 
shaking up. A shattered plane and several 
twisted ‘rods were the only ut. 
tered by the machine and can be eaaily re- 
paired for further flights. 


Gear Stuck in Clutches, 

“TI lost control of the steering gear which 
guides the rudder,” he explained when he 
crawied out of his machine. The gear 
stuck in one ot the clutches and I was power- 
legs to check the fall. I was scarcely thirty 
feet from the ground when the shifting of 
my Weight or something made the aeroplane 
take an upward curve and allowed me to soar 
over the near-Dy roofs.”’

Absolute prohibition of the sale and use of 
fireworks in Chicego was recommended to 
the city government last night in a report 
sent by Fire Marshal Horan to Mayor Busse 
and transmitted by him tothe city council. 

At the request of Ad Anton J. Cermak, 
who stated thet he had prepared an ordi- 
nance aimed toward more severe regulation 
of the sale of freworks, marked by the estab- 
lishment of license fees that wil) prevent the 
mall and irresponsible dealer from handling 
them, the report was referred to the judiciary 
committee. 

Later Fire Marshal Horan said thet he 
would oppose any such compromise plan for 
the reason that the sane Fourth of this year 
had brought more fire alarms to his depart- 
ment than any previous year of its histary, 
This increase he ascribed to a more genera) 
use of display fireworks resulting from re. 
strictions againet the use of the explosive or 


detonafing types. 
Best Fourth Is a Gane One. 

“ While our figures on the total property 
éamagé are not ready,” be said, and there 
may have been no greater lose than in 
previous years, I am convinced that the 
only sane celebration is the celebration with. 
out fireworks of any sort. There were 100 
alarms of fire yesterday—the worst total on 
our records and that in spite of the fact 
that it was the quietest in my ex- 
perience in Chicago. 

“The trouble, I believe, was that the 
public, finding cannon crackers and such de- 
structive explosives barred, spent its money 
on sky rockets, Roman candles and similar 
pyrotechnics.

— Praises New Fire Boats. 


The Merriam commission found that the 
adverse criticism regarding the two new fire- 
boats recently purchased by the city, is not 
well founded, and that, barring minor digres- 
sions from the specifications, the boats are 
good ones. The recommendations regarding 
the purchase of lumder for the fire depart- 
ment were similar in this report to those 
made in the report on lumber purchases by 
the city generally. 

The commission called attention to the lack 
of method in keeping track of the 740 horses 
used in the fire department. The report also 
stated that there is much extravagance in the 
shoeing of horses. 

Regarding the fire attorney’s office, the 
commission seid: 

Our investigators interviewed the general 
adjustera Of most of the large fire insurance 
companies doing business in Chicago and | 
found they were practically unanimous in ex- 
pressing their disapproval of the methods 
used and their @iseatisfaction with results 
Obtained. The report shows that in 1900 
there were 2,418 fires of incendiary, supposed

as pyromanlaes to his credit. It was recom- 
nmiended that the office should be made a 
‘real bureau,’ called the bureau of fire pre- 
vention, and that the fire attorney be given 
five detectives to assist him.”

A considerable portion of this address 
was published in Tan Trisune of Tues- 
day, but there were some paragraphs that 
may be emphasized here.

The rapidity and the accuracy of the disclosures 
so startle, alarm, and chagrin the ordinary citizen 
that be fails to grasp quickly the full meaning 
of the charges.

Anger directed at 
the-guilty legislator fret charges his being. then he 
becomes saturated with disgust, and eventually, 
as he studies the Situation and learns that the 
weak and gullty legislator is but the tool and pawn 
of some other and stronger force, compassion 
creeps into his heart and softens the severity of his 
judgment. A cancer threatens us. It will not do 
to shave it of. We must pluck out ite roots. 


Another striking passage outlines the 
reasoning of the corrupted official who 
“listens to the siren song” so often sung 
by lobbyista and older men in the legis- 


lature. It runs something like this: 


O, what's the use in standing for those you call 
the people. You do something for them and when 
you want their support some other fellow comes 
along with more campaign money—better able to 
hire bands and pay for advertising space than you 
are and tehind whom is the money of the inter- 
ests, and he aays te the people, “ I am the people's 
friend, follow me,“ and they fall over themselves 
getting into his band wagon and you are forgotten. 

Not so with the corporation. Not so with the 
interests, was the tempter. ‘“‘ You befriend them 
and they will not forget you either in the matter 
of votes or in sinews for your campaign. The 
people change and forget from year to year—the 
interests never“ 

“The people change and forget from 
year to year!” There is the whole story 
of the corruption of free government. 
There is the hope and faith and strength 
of the practical politician. What. have 


not the people forgot about William Lori- 
mer—the West Parks laid bare, the ras- 
cally Yerkes legislation, the long years of 
spoils politics. 

Yes, “the people change and forget.” 
But also the people change and remem- 
ber. And that is what they are doing now.

With all that, Baron Schon hae some de- 
cided opinions of his own, and when first 
secretary and councilor of the German em- 
bassy in Paris, insisted upon resigning rather 
than identify himself with the policy of his 
chief, the late Prince Munster. The prince, 
who was at the time old, made a number ot 
mistakes, notably in connection with the 
Dreyfus affair, and, being obstinate and re- 
luctant to admit that age had dimmed his 
faculties and that he was no longer able to 
keep abreast of the situation, constantly 
differed with his first secretary, until the posi- 
tion became intolerable. 

It was while at Paris as secretary that 
Baron von Schon had occasion to show his 
mettie ag a man of presence of mind and 
pluck. It may be remembered that the state 
funeral of old Marshal MacMahon was fol- 
lowed by some popular disturbances in 
Paris, the mob getting out of hand and defy- 
ing the police. Many of those who hed taken 
part in the ceremony were unable at its cloge 
to find their carriages, and were foreed to 
make their way home on foot. Among them 
was Baron von Schon, in the striking uni- 
form of an officer of German dragoont. Mak- 
ing his way on foot across the Place des In- 
valides, he was soon surrounded by a hostile 
crowd of hoodlums, yelling Down with the 
Prussian! Death to the Prusstan!“ at the 
same time hooting and hissing him. 

Von Schon was quite alone, having beconie 
separated from his friends. He never turned 
a hair, sauntered along without hastening 
his step in the slightest degree, but carried 
himself in a manner that prevented any one 
from actually jostling him. In fact, it was his 
cool and courageous bearing that saved him 
from any actual injury until he reached the 
portals of the German embassy, where, for- 
tunately, a large body of police were assem- 
bled.

IB BOI CARPENTERS WALK OUT 


Workers in All Chicago Fixture 
Factories Demand Advance. 


EMPLOYERS HALF WILLING. 


Demand Protection Against Low Paid 
Labor in Outside Cities. 


\ All carpenters employed in store, office, and 
Dar fixture factories throughout Chicago 
were called out on strike yesterday in an 
‘effort to enforce a demand for higher wages. 
Business Agent George Robinson and other 
officers of the Carpenters’ District council 
were busy throughout the day calling the 
men out at the various plants and by eve- 
ning more than 3,000 men hed obeyed the 
walkout order. 

As @ result of the strike Chicago may ex- 
perience an ice box famine. as several of the 
affected shops produce this hot weather 
household article. About fifty concerns are 
affected, including every factory: of the kind 
in Chicago. 

The men on strike constitute the “ mit) 
men section of the carpenters’ union. They 
demand a raise from 82% cents to 35 cents an 
hour. Some of the wood finishers, who 
struck with the carpenters, demand an ad- 
vance of from 5 cents to 8 cents an hour. 
The old agreement expired on July 1 and the 
employere refused to renew the agreement 
on the terms demanded. 


Big Concerns Affected. 

Among the larger concerns involved are the 
Brunewick-Ralke-Collender company with 
nearly 1.000 men out; the Merle & Heaney 
Manufacturing company, Alexander H. Re- 
vell, the A. H. Andrews company, Charles 
Passow & Sons, and the Orr & Hard- 
ware company.

E. F. Rorebeck Tells of Plan 
to Benefit Institutions 
and Depositors. 


NEW DISTRICTING PLAN. 


Examiners in Session Here Will 
Send Resolutions to the 
Controller. 


At the semi-annual meeting of the National 


„Bank Examiners of the Sixth district yes- 


terday afternoon in the Federal building 
Edwin F. Rorebeck, chairman of the dis- 
trict, made an appeal for a change in the 
present system of national bank examina- 
tions. He said that it ie well nigh impossible 
for the depositors to have their interests 
conserved when the examiner is forced to 
do ‘so much clerical work, and when the 
securities and the collateral of the banks 
need more and more to be investigated. 

Mr. Rorebeck also argued that the bank- 
ing business in the hands of the nationa? 
banks of the country would de greatly 
benefited by the rearrangement of the dis- 
tricts so that the chairmen would be located 
in the central reserve cities, by giving the 
chairman supervisory authority over the 
examiners of his district, and by having the 
clerical work of the district done in the 
office of the chairman. In this way, he said. 
the reports would pass through the hands 
of more than one official before they were 
sent to the controller of the currency. 


Four States Represented. 


Bank examiners of four states are here 
attending the meeting. Among them are 
Oharies R. Mertens, Shelbyville, III; E. 8. 
Hubbell, Elgin, III.; D. B. Angier, Lansing, 
Mich.; C. W. Camp, Indianapolis, Ind.; and 
Silas H. L. Cooper of Chicago. J. B. Me- 
Dougell, the clearing house eximiner of 
Chicago, also was at the meeting yesterday. 

Resolutions embodying the recommende- 
tions made by the speakers yesterday will be 
presented today. These will be forwarded 
“to the controller, who is one of the prime 
movers in the attempt to develop the ne- 
tonal banking system. 


Session Ends Today. 


The session of the examiners will close 
this afternoon.

Springfield, III., July 5.—[Spectal.}—With 
an acreage of 7,288,563 in corn, the outlook 
for a crop in Illinois this year is & per cent 
of normal, This condition has been reported 
to the state board of agriculture by crop 
correspondents over the state under date of 
June 20. No change in the area devoted to 
corn is reported,” says the report. the area
